SHERIDAN'S LAST HOURS. 


The Mere Dies Unconscious—Ar- 
rangements for the funeral. 
Noxdurrr, Mass., August 5.— 
General Sheridan’s death occarred 
at 10:20 P.M. Previous to the sud- 
den appearance of heart failure, at 


about 9:30 this evening, there had 


been no premonitions.to-day of an 
unfavorable change in his -condi- 
tion. The weather had been 
warmer than usual and the Gen- 
eral was at times a little restless, 
ut seome genorglly bright and 
erful to-day. His voice was 
strong. He took a full supply of 
nourishment, slept occasionally as 
usual and the doctors and his 
family were in hopeful spirits. At 
7 o’clock Mrs. Sheridan and the 
doctors went tothe hotel for sup- 
per and soon after their return the 
usual preparations for the night 
were made. At about 9:20 Colonel 
Sheridan said “ good night” to his 
brother, and went to the hotel, 
there having been through the day 
no sign whatever of any unfavora- 
ble change in his condition. 

At 9:30 symptome of beart fail- 
ure suddenly appeared and Drs. 
O'Reilly and Matthews, Who were 
with him at the time, immedlately 
applied remedies which had proved 
successful in all similar previous 
attacks, but thie time they were 
without effect, and despite what 
could be done the General grad- 


ually sank in condition of com- 
plete uncong@ousness and at 10:30 
breathed last. Mrs. Sheridan, 


Sisters Maban and Justinia and 


the faithful lady servant were also 
at his bedside throughout his dy- 
ing hour. 

The following official bulletin 
was issued to the Associated Press 
at midnight: The immediate cause 
of death was heart failure. The 
remote cause was a disease of the 
mitral and ascertic valves, the ex- 
istence of which was known to his 
physician, to himself and. to his 
family in November of last year. 
The complications which have oc- 
curred bave been exhaustion, pul- 
monary insertions, pneumonia, 
anusaca and hemorrhages. The 
last duy of his life was somewhat 
restiess, but no more so than he 
had been several times since his 
arrival at Nonquitt. At about 9:30 
symptoms of heart failure sudden- 
ly appeared.

ELKO LETTER | 
Stack Anterests ef the Great 
Range Discussed. 
Regular Corres ondence Gazette. | 
. .. Exxo, Nev., Aug. 3, 1888, 
Eprror Gazerre:—aA recent visit 
of some twenty days north of the 
railroad enabled me to gather by 
personal observation and examin- 
ation important information touch- 
ing the mining, agricultural and 
stock-raising iuterests of that sec- 
tion. I note quite an increase in 
the number of stock men and ranch- 
efs upon the upper North Fork 
The old 
and new locators secm to have 


caught alike the spirit of improve- 
ment aud upou all sides the eye 
meets prosperity. New irrigating 
ditches and dams have been built. 
whereby the waters of the North 
Fork and other neighboring 
streams Are conveyed to land here- 
tofure deemed worthless by early 
settlers, and are pow reclaimed and 
are to-day pleasing fields of clover; 
timothy and other grasses. This 
Incréase of acreage is enclosed with 
substantial fencing and is erected 
with taste and with a view to dar- 
ability, all ot which gives an air of 
prosperity and homelike surround- 
ings to these rural homes and in 
turn adds to the aggregated wealth 
of the county aud State. Stock in 
this locality have wintered splen- 
didly as is fully attested by the 
large bands of fat and cheerful- 
loo ing stock, with an unusal large 
following of calves and colts. Na- 
ture seems to have seconded thé 
efforts of our stockmen by doing 
her best to provide susteuance fur 
the coming winter, as there never 
was a finer crop fur fall and winter 
grass, particularly the rye grass, 
which is found in a superabun- 
dance all over this country. ‘lhe 
present season in favorable locali- 
ties it grows to the height of from 
tive to six feet, being always above 
any possible snow fal', and is a 
winter provision that stockmen 
can depend upon to carry them 
through the period of deep snow. 
This grass is found in more or less 
quantities from the Colorado to 
the Snake. It is named rye grass 
frum ite close resemblance to Rus- 
sian rye, and its heads are from 
four to six inches long. in whica is 
found a small grain or seed not 
unlike commonrye. It may seem 
that | have given the grass more 
prominence than it deserves, but 
stockmen know and appreciate its 
value as a sustenauce for their 
stock during a snowy winter. 

John H. Wieland of Wieland’s 
stage station on the Tuscarcra 
road, informs me that his stock did 
exceedingly well during the past 
winter and that he has no fears of 
the coming one frum the outlook 
on his range, which includes Lone

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STATE FAIR GROUNDS. 


The Werk ef imprevemest Being 
Pushed te Compictien. 

The new Fair grounds now present 
a busy scene, A number of carpenters 
are at. work putting the finishing 
touches to the stalls, grand stand and 
fences, and several men, with teams, 
are constantly employed preparing the 
track for the coming races, which 
promise to be the most interesting that 
have ever taken place in Nevada. A 
few months ago the eighty-acre plot 
was an alfalfa field; to-day it gives 
evidence that in a few short years it 
will be one of the best grounds devoted 
to Fair and racing purposes on the 
Pacific Coast. The work of improve- 
ment has advanced so rapidly that a 
Gazerre representative who visited 
the grounds yesterday was enabled to 
form a good idea of what they will be 
like when the work is finished, and 
will give the readers of this journal a 
synopis of what he observed : 


The main entrance and exit gates 
will be in the southwestern corner of 
the property, the nearest to town—the 
entrance gute being on the right as 
—, in, and the exit gate on the 
eft. Fair Avenue, which commences 
at Fourth street, leads to the gates, 
und when’ finished. will be at least 
eighty feet wide, It is being irrigated 
ut the present time for the of 
packing and leveling the soil so that 
pleasure-seekers will not be. annoyed 
oy clouds of dust such as they have 

ways experienced when on the road 
to the old grounds. 

To the right of the gates is located 
the show horse stalls, with atcommo- 
dations for eighty animals, and to the 
north, separated by an avenue eighty 
feet in width, are the cattle stalls, 
with accommodations for eighty head 
forty of the stalls facing north and the 
remainder facing south: On the left 
of the entrance are the stalls for the 
race-horses, of which seventy-two can 
find accommodations. All the stalls 
are substantially constructea, being 
weatherboarded and shingled, and the 
arrangements which will be made for 
watering and feeding stock cannot, in 
the estimation of judges, be improved 
upon. 

Occupying a commanding position 
on a knoll, from which an excellent 
and unobstructed view of all parts of 
the track can be had, is the d 
stand, a building 40x150 feet in di- 
mensions and two stories in height. 
On the lower floor is located the din- 
ing room, fifty feet long, the barroom, 
eighty feet long, store rooms, the Sec- 
retary’s office and a private room for 
the Directors. The grand stand proper 
is 150 feet long, and 1.000 people can 
be easily and comfortably seated. 
Among the improvements on the old- 
style grand stand is the location of the 
judges’ stand in the center, thus afford- 
ing an unobstructive view of every 
feature of a race. The stand pro- 
jects out about eight feet from the first 
row of seats, and beneath it, on the ve- 
randa, which is eight feet wide, an in- 
closure will be set apart for the use of 
timers, scorertz and press representa- 
tives. The structure is constructed in 
the most substantial geen. nt 
oughly bolted, aud guaran to 
stand’ the attack of the most furious 
Washoe zephyr. To the north of the 
grand stand, lying between the fence 
and the rail which partitions off the 
track from the intrusion of the public, 
is a plat of ground, about seven acres 
in extent, on which it is the purpose 
of the Society to plant a grove of trees 
apd sow the seed of the most prolific 
grasses, their intention being to fur- 
uish the people a resting-place from 
the heat ef the day, and where they 
will be allowed to partake of luncheon 
in true picnic style. It is among the 
probabilities that the enclosure inside 
of the track will be sown to grass and 
the plat assigned to the use of the 
ple as a camping ground during Fair 
week. Also that a magnificent club 
house will be erected in the near fu- 
ture, without which no racing track in 
the East is considered complete. For
